much again as in 1938. Electricity 
would be brought to the rural areas, 
at a cost of £20 millions.

Correspondent at Allied Air Force 
Headquarters. It caused a com- 
plete stoppage of traffic. 

The bombing of Avisio and the 
cutting of traffic is likely to have 
a vital effect upon the Allies’ offen- 
sive in Italy. 

Bridging the broad mouth of the 
Avisio river, the viaduct lies along 
a section of the railway where there 
is no alternative route. Its de- 
struction would mean the suspen- 
sion of traffic through the Pass. 
Using pattern bombing technique 
with their special equipment, the 


captured Castelforte on the night of 
the 12th, seized 83 prisoners and 


airmen bombed the 36 span struc- 
ture with thousand pound charges. 


HE German High Command 
has issued a statement that
